As  for  the  pumpkin  plea,  what  a  rich  * 
golden  color  they  had,  so  different  from  the  j 
sickly  yellow  of  the  modern  marrowfat 
squash.  How  those  pumpkins  used  to  glow 
as  they  lay  ia  the  field  rijiening  slowly  in  the 
late  sunshine  and  growing  sweeter  with  th* 
early  frost.— Boston  Record. 

No  Doubt  About  It. 


Boiled  Turkey.— Unless  you  or*  pre¬ 
pared  to  give  this  your  very  best 
attention,  cook  U  in  aorne  other 

way,  avnotliing  is  more  quickly  spoiled  by 
carelessness  than  boiled  fowls,  binge,  draw, 
and  truss  a  ten-p  »und  turkey  ;  put  a  pteo*  of 
butter  inside  and  sprinkle  with  salt  and  pep¬ 
per.  Pat  in  a  kettle  with  a  carrot,  an  onion, 
two  leeks,  two  stocks  of  celery,  and  some 
parsley ;  cover  with  boiling  water,  and  sim¬ 
mer  slowly  for  two  hours— looger  if  the  bird 
was  an  old  one.  Take  from  the  kettle  and 
keep  covered  and  warm  while  you  make  an 
oyster  sauce.  Put  a  pint  of  strained  oyster 
broth  over  the  fire;  in  another  saucepan 
melt  a  large  tablespoonful  of  butter, 
and  stir  iu  two  of  flour  until  smooth; 
turn  on  the  hot  oyster  liquor  slowly,  stirring 
the  while;  also  a  pint  of  the  hoc  turkey 
broth.  When  smooth,  odd  three  dozen  oys¬ 
ters,  salt,  pepper,  a  tableepocmful  of  butter, 
a  teaspoouful  of  lemon  juloe,  and  a  gill  of  hot 
oream.  This  sauce  score  lie*  quickly,  and  oau 
bo  made  most  safely  in  a  double  boiler. 
Mask  the  turkey  with  some  of  the  sauoe  and 
send  tbe  rest  to  table  in  a  boat. 

Cauliflower  au  Gratia  is  a  nice  vegetable 
for  the  holiday  table.  Drain  a  large,  well- 
cooked  cauliflower,  break  into  floweret*,  and 
arrange  on  a  baking  dish,  stalks  down. 
Pour  over  a  mixture  made  with  a  gill  >f 
bechamel  or  white  sauce,  four  ounces  of 
cbeeee  grated  (Par meson  is  beet),  two  ounce* 
of  butter,  the  boaten  yelks  of  two  eggs,  and 
■alt,  pepper,  and  nutmeg  at  discretion.  Btlr 
this  over  the  fire  until  well  mixed  and  pour 
over  the  cauliflower  so  as  to  mask  in  entirely; 
smooth  into  a  dome-shaped  mound,  and 
sprinkle  with  grated  cheese  and  brown  deli¬ 
cately  in  a  quick  oven. 

Baked  Potatoei  in  Coses  also  make  a  pretty 
dish.  Bake  potatoes  of  an  equal  size  until 
done;  cut  a  small  piece  from  tbe  side  of  each 
potato,  scoop  out  the  inside  with  a  small 
spoon,  mash  well  with  butter,  pepper  and 
salt  aud  a  little  cream;  boat  until  very  light, 
and  fill  the  potato  skins  with  tbe  mixture, 
heaping  it  irregularly  at  the  top.

Tbe  ftcleucff  of  If— An  Art  r.vrrylioiljr 
’  should  Uu«lcr*tnml. 
Thanksgiving  brings  in  t.!io  turkey  *Hi*.i:i, 
and  every  man,  woman,  l*»y  and  girl  ought 
to  know  how  to  skilfully  c n  vo  the  liird  after 
he  is  on  the  table.  Few  indeed  there  t>o  who 
thoroughly  understand  the  art  uf  di^soctiug 
this  noblo  fo.wL 


A  skillful  carver  pln  *o*  the  fork  hi  ih: 
bird,  ami  does  not  removu  It  until  tho  uhole 
is  divided.  Tho  tqrkoy  having  l*eon  rolievod 
of  ^tfinqs  and  s’tnwcrs  used  in  trussing, 
should  he  pine,.*!  on  the  table  with  tiie  head 
or  ueck  at  the  carver’s  left  h  ind. 

First  insert  the  fork  firmly  as  indicated 
in  tho  figure,  then  remove  tho  whole 
leg  and  thigh  by  a  cut  shown  at  a  ; 
next  remove  tho  wing  by  a  cut,  as  at  b. 
lettiqg  Vl*o-o  parts  lio  on  tin  platter.  Then 
CUt  downward  as  many  slice*  at  the  breast, 
tho  white  urmt,  as  may  bj  desired  cis  show  i 
iu  the  lines  at  e) ;  then  m  ik  »  an  op  *nii\4  into 
tbe  cavity  of  the  bird,  hi  l<\m  in  the  figure 
hero  given,  by  tl\<»  leg,  for  dipping  out  the 
|nsi(\o  dveswing.  Next  separate  the  leg  from 
tbe  thigh  or  second  joint.  Tho  side  bone  is 
removed  by  cutting  down  from  above  as 
shown  ut  d  d.  Tho  wing  gives  one  g<Ks\  out, 
that  n »arost  tho  body.  If  qqe  »^idt»  of  the 
turkey  h  not  suflfaieql,  t’aa  o  her  may  bo 
carved  ;n  thasaiuo  maimer  as  dcxorlbad.  A 
\ieen  blade  is  in  lispouMhln  on  tills  oocasio.i. 


RECIPE  FOR  THANKSGIVING. 

Mock  Turtle  Soup  fit ty  years  ago  always 
ushered  Iu  the  Thanksgiving  fea.*t  of  the 
South.  As  it  is  onv  uf  Vho  most  nutritious 
and  eponuiUioal  of  soups,  an  1  one  whose  itt- 
grtalivids  meat  koiuo  time  of  the  year  witli- 
iii  the  reach  of  every  fanner,  wo  givo  f.he 
must  approved  meth<«l  of  making  it.  Kcaid 
mid  throughly  scrni»o  mid  cleanse  avails 
head:  crack  the  skull,  remove  th<>  Uiaius  and 
tongue  whole,  and  Bonk  all  for  uu  hour  in 
suited  cold  wulyr.  IT  it  all  o^r  the  fire  in  a 
large  soup  kettle,  with  four  quart*  of  cold 
Water,  mhiio  parsley,  a  bay  leaf,  several 
ktalk'iof  celery,  half  u  good-sized  carrot,  i»no 
medium-sized  turnip,  two  onions,  «Jx  whole 
allspice,  and  as  mau>  p  pp  Hoain-i.  Simmer 
slowly,  and  vvhi tlio  tongue  is  tender  ro- 
move  it  for  a  w.jarnte  dish.  After  two  hours 
cooking,  or  when  the  tl;s.i  wilt  slip  from  the 
bones,  remove  tho  best  portions  of  it,  airl 
continue  the  simmering  for  four  hours  long 
er,  then  strain,  uud  setaway  to  cool.  Mean¬ 
time  make  a  stock  with  tho  carcass  of  a  cold 
roos'  chicken,  or  the  water  in  which  one  wus 
boiled,  together  with  beef  und  veal  bones 
and  tho  usual  soup  vegetables.  This  stock 
should  be  strong.  The  next  Jay  remove  the 
fat  from  both  soups.  i‘ut  a  stowpau  over 
the  fire,  with  butter  the  size  of  an  eg/;  when 
it  bubblos,  stir  in  one  ounce  of  hain,  cut  in 
dice,  and  a  heaping  tablespoonful  of  flour. 
A*s^ou  a*  it  browns,  add  euo  piut  of  tbe 
beef  aud  chicken  stock  aiul  one  quart  of  the 
calfs  head  stock,  both  boiling  hot,  half  a 
pouud  of  tbe  flesh  cut  In  dloe,  tho 
juice  of  half  a  lemon,  and,  if  yon  caro 
for  wine,  a  glass  of  sherry.  L.ot  it  com  > 
just  to  a  ball  i  remove,  skim,  and  |*our  into 
the  tureen  over  thin  slice,  of  lenu.i  an  i  hard 
boiled  eggs  out  in  dice.  You  may  add  egg 
balls  or  force  meat  balls  if  you  care  to  take 
the  trouble  to  make  them,  but  it  is  unite 
good  enough  without.  The  remainder  of  th^ 
flesh  will  make  a  dish  of  mock  terrapin,  th*j 
brains  make  delightful  croquettes,  and  tho 
tongue  ca\i  ha  served  with  spinach,  or  with 
tomato  or  tartare  sauce. 

Ham  Boiled  in  Cider.— Nowhere  exc?pt  in 
the  country  can  this  d<sh  be  had  in  all  its 
perfection.  After  you  have  ouoo  oaten  a 
bam  cooked  in  this  way  all  other  rnotho  Is 
will  seem  insipid.  Cleanse  a  ham  thorough¬ 
ly  in  cold  water,  scrubbiug  all  salt  and  ru-»t 
from  the  out-ide  rind.  Line  the  bottom  of  a 
large  kettle  with  a  bunch  of  fragrant  hay; 
cover  with  sweet  cider,  and  us  soon  as  it  com¬ 
mence*  to  simmer  plaeo  where  it  will  keep 
just  at  the  simmering  point.  Cook  twenty 
minutes  to  tbe  i>ouud.  ami  test  by  probity 
with  a  skower;  if  you  can  twist  tbU  around 
easily  it  is  doDe.  Lay  on  nu  inverted  sieve 
while  you  spring  over  the  top  fine  bread 
crumby  mixed  with  brown  sugar;  dot  with 
tiniest  bits  of  butter  aud  dxsbes  of  black 
pepper,  and  let  it  browu  iu  a  quick  ovou.

going  into  the  main  topic*  of  his  address 
he  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the 
marvcllors  increase  in  the  debt  of  this 
country  duiing  the  past  few  years 
The  debt  and  the  expenditure  hid  in* 
creased  five  times  as  fast  as  the  popu¬ 
lation.  The  annual  expenditure 
amounted  now  to  $3 7,000,000  and  the 
country  could  bo  well  governed  for 
half  that  immense  sum.  The  money 
is  spent  uselessly  in  great  part  to  buy 
up  smill  constituencies,  with  grants  to 
construct  harbours  where  there  is  very 
little  shipping  and  to  build  unnecessary 
railways.  A  comparison  with  the  Slates 
as  to  population  and  expenditure  show¬ 
ed  that  the  Canadian  debt  was  in  1889 
$237,630,000  in  contrast  to  $75  728,- 
oco  in  1887.  Tne  Dominion  debt 
is  now  $45  per  head,  entailing  a  charge 
for  interest  of  $2  per  head.  The  debt 
of  the  United  States  amounts  to  $16 
per  head,  the  interest  on  which  would 
be  only  60  cent*  per  head.  Was  there 
any  one  product  of  the  farm  that  was 
higher  in  price  to-day  than  in  1878  ? 
Farms  have  not  now  the  same  value. 
In  fact  there  could  not  be  said  to  be 
any  fixed  value.  Only  one  man  in  a 
thousand  could  sell  his  farm.  If  the 
farmers  could  sell,  one  half  of  th:m 
would  do  so  and  be  off  to  other 
countries.  The  Government  was  going 
faster  than  out  resources  would  warrant 
and  it  would  not  be  denied  by  any 
candid  man  that  the  country  has  Knell 
ed  such  a  pass  that  a  change  must 
come  if  the  most  disastrous  results  are 
to  be  averted.  He  strenuously  advised 
the  people  to  vote  for  a  good  man  at 
the  next  election  —to  vote  for  a  man 
they  knew  and  could  trust — in  fact  to 
vote  for  themsolves  and  their  own 
interests,  and  not  consider  that  any 
man  had  a  Divine  right  to  rule  over 
them.  The  farmer  should  be  mnde 
prosperous  because  all  other  businesses 
wouid  then  prosper.  The  quesloin  to 
be  considered  was :  Is  Reciprocity 
desirable  ?  Wo  want  to  settle  that 
question  first.  What  would  bo  the  re¬ 
sult  of  having  a  tariff  in  each  of  our 
proyinces,  and,  if  it  was  undesirable 
that  the  provinces  should  be  separated 
by  a  tariff  wall,  a  glance  at  the  map 
would  show  what  a  bad  thing  a  tariff 
between  the  States  and  our  Provinces 
meant.  The  Province  of  Ontario  was 
geographically  placed  so  as  to  reap  an 
immense  advantage  in  case  of  inter¬ 
state  trade.  Situated  like  a  wedge  be¬ 
tween  the  gieatest  of  the  States,  diiect 
communication  could  only  be  hid 
through  this  Pro/ince.  We  were  in 
the  most  favourable  position  for  suppl)  - 
ing  all  the  wants  of  65,000,000  people. 
The  tariff  wall  was  between  us  and 
that  prosperity.  This  is  not  theory. 
We  have  had  a  reciprocity  treaty  before 
to-day,  in  1S54  to  1866.  During  that 
time  our  exports  increased  from,  in 
round  numbers,  ten  millions  to  forty 
millions  of  dollars,  or  nearly  280  per 
cent  in  twelve  years.  For  twenty-three 
years  since  that  time  our  trade  has  in¬ 
creased  only  three  millions.  But  try 
as  they  may  with  McKinley  Bills  or 
other  imposts,  nothing  can  hinder  theso 
two  countries  from  trading  except  war. 
Notwithstanding  hostile  tariffs,  the  half 
of  last  year’s  produce  went  to  the 
States.  Nature  and  circumstances  in¬ 
vite  and  compel  tiado  between  these 
two  countries.  "For  commercial  pur¬ 
poses  there  is  naturally  only  one  country 
on  this  continent.  He  had  nothing  to 
say  against  new  markets.  Open  them 
up  by  all  means  :  but  the  lolly  of  shut¬ 
ting  off  the  good  customer  we  have 
close  to  us  for  a  problematical  one  far 
away  was  so  great  that  no  one  could 
be  deluded  surely.  With  regard  to  our 
exports  of  the  following  products  it 
would  be  seen  that  the  United  States 
was  our  best  customer. 


Bit  if  the  government  of  the  coMAry 
was  economically  administered  the 
revenue  Would  still  l>  ample.  A  de¬ 
creased  revenue  means  decrease  o1 
taxation,  sod  that  ii  a  good  thing.  All 
the  Canadian  wants  is  s  fair  field  and 
no  favour  and  he  would  surely  come 
out  ahead.  He  took  no  stock  in  the 
injury  to  manufacturers  cry.  Another 
objection  is  that  Reciprocity  would 
lead  to  annexation.  Well,  he  was  of 
the  opinion  that  was  what  the  country 
was  coming  to.  Our  debt  would  soon 
be  so  monstroui  that  we  would  have  to 
beg  of  Uncle  Sam  to  come  and  relieve 
us  of  the  enormous  burden.  We  are 
surely  drifting  towards  annexation  and 
unless  Reciprocity  was  secured  what 
other  outcome  of  our  difficulties  could 
be  looked  for.  A  ballot  was  taken  at 
a  recent  meeting  of  rxty  representat 
ive  men,  expressly  to  see  what  the  teal 
feeling  with  regard  to  annexation  was 
and  to  the  surprise  of  everyone  fifty 
nine  out  of  the  sixty  voted  for  annex 
ation.  and  the  one  dissident  was  an 
owner  of  a  coal  oil  well,  and  oil  as  you 
hfow  is  only  seven  cents  per  gallon  in 
the  S.ater.  The  piesent  high  taxation 
party  in  Canada  is  surely  driving  us 
into  annexation.  It  is  not  because 
Canadians  do  not  honor  the  Old  Flag. 
It  is  not  because  he  is  not  loyal.  It  is 
not  because  he  docs  not  honor  the 
traditions  of  tho  Old  Country.  De¬ 
pression  leads  to  his  feeling  for  annex¬ 
ation,  and  that  alone  is  the  reason 
The  most  vivid*  imagination  cannot 
realize  the  loss  suffered  by  our  people 
in  consequence  of  being  shut  out  from 
a  market  ot  sixty-five  nullion  people. 
The  Anglo-S  xon  race  have  surely  a 
mission  to  perform.  They  <30  more 
than  half  of  the  entire,  trade  of  the 
whole  of  the  world.  They  speak  one 
language  and  are  of  the  same  re¬ 
ligion  and  why  should  they  not  trade 
fneJy  with  one  another.  Discussing 
the  disloyalty  cry  he  s  said  to  whom 
would  we  be  disloyal  in  consulting  onr 
own  interests.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  at  the  time  the  National  Policy 
was  inaugurated  it  was  said  England 
would  object  and  the  Conservatives 
said  if  British  connection  was  endanger¬ 
ed}  so  much  the  worso  for  British  con¬ 
nection.  The  Canadian  must  consult 
the  interest  of  Canada  and  the  rest  of 
the  world  will  lake  care  of  itself  as  it 
has  been  in  the  habit  of  doing.  But 
Britain  will  sanction  either  Reciprocity 
or  Commercial  Union,  and  it  #il I  be 
to  her  ultimate  profit  to  do  so.  Then 
these  continually  recurring  disputes 
with  the  States  would  cease,  and  the 
payment  of  the  enormous  debt  owing 
her  citizens  will  be  secure. 

Mr.  Charlton  was  listened  to 
throughout  his  interesting  address  with 
marked  attentfag,  and  was  greeted  with 
a  round  of  applause  at  the  conclusion 
from  what  had  grown  to  be  a  fair  at¬ 
tendance  of  the  public.

FROM  THE  U.  S.  CAPTIAL. 

Washington,  Oct.  27th,  1800. 

No  problem  that  haa  confronted  our  Con¬ 
gressional  legislators,  not  even  that  of  suf¬ 
frage,  has  been  so  troublesome  or  has  pro¬ 
mised  in  future  to  bo  so  troublesome  as  the 
problem  of  ponsions.  And  it  is  not  because 
the  nation  or  any  considerable  part  ot  it 
begrudges  to  the  deserving  veteran  the 
•mall  sum  he  individually  receives  as  the  re 
ward  of  his  patriotism  and  self-sacrifice.  If 
the  deserving  pensioner  uere  all  there  would 
be  no  problem  But  between  the  undeserv¬ 
ing  applicant  for  pension  and  the  still  more 
undeserving  agent  in  such  application  the 
republic's  Congressional  committees  and  the 
republic’s  coffers  have  a  hard  time.  That 
this  time  is  not  likely  for  a  good  many  years 
to  be  any  easier  let  these  facts  and  figures 
based  on  Commisaiouer  R*um'«  recent 
report,  show  to  the  incredulous :  The 
number  of  pensioners  on  the  30th  of  June 
last  was  537,044.  ihe  net  increase  in  twelve 
months  having  been  4(3,210.  Up  to  .Sep-. 
30th  there  has  been  filed  460,282  cLimsun 


Dillon  and  O'Brien  at  New  York. 

New  York.  November  3.— The  steamer 
"Lx  Champagne,”  which  arrived  yesterday 
morning,  had  among  its  passengers  the  Irish 
agitators,  Messrs.  William  O’Brien,  John 
Dillon,  Timothy  liar  ington  and  T.  D.

Mr.  O’Brien  was  the  first  passenger  to  be 
distinguished.  The  reception  committee 
aheered  him  and  he  raised  his  hat  in  re¬ 
sponse.  Then  Mr.  Sullivan  came  forward 
to  the  railing  of  the  vessel  and  all  on  board 
the  tug  cheered  vociferously.  Mr.  O’Brien 
in  response  to  congratulations  upon  his  es¬ 
cape  from  the  British  authorities  in  Ireland, 
said  Mr.  Dillon  and  himself  had  been  six 
days  on  a  yacht  before  they  tesched  Franch. 
They  were  joined  at  Havre  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Sullivan  and  Mr.  Harrington,  who  sailed 
with  them.  Mr.  Suliivrn  was  very  enthu¬ 
siastic  at  the  prospects  of  home  rule  for  Ire¬ 
land.  When  the  steamer  lauded  at  her  pier 
the  famous  Irishmen  were  diiven'to  the  Hoff¬ 
man  house,  where  they  made  arrangements' 
with  the  committee  to  address  meetings 
thiougbout  the  country,  at  which  subscrip 
ttons  will  be  taken  up  for  the  Irish  National 
league.  Shortly  after  noon  to  day  ^iov. 
Hill  called  on  Messis.  Dillion  and  O'Brien 
at  the  Hoffman  house.  He  had  a  chort  talk 
with  the  Irish  members  in  which  he  told 
them  that  his  sympathy  wa«  with  the  Irith 
movement.  Then  he  signed  the  address  of 
welcome  and  Invited  the  delegatibn  to  visit 
him  at  the  Capitol  in  Albany.  Mayor  Grant 
called  a  f#W  minutes  liter  and  paid  his  re¬ 
spects.

The  weather  was  extremely 
unfavorable,  and  there  w.ts  not  so  large 
an  attendance  o(  far  me  is  from  the 
townships  as  was  expected. 

Mk.  1).  W.  A11. ison  occupied  the 
chair,  and  in  introducing  the  speaker 
of  the  day  said  the  weather  was  not 
very  favourable  fur  a  large  attendance. 
The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  place 
before  the  farmers  the  many  advantages 
of  Unrestricted  Reciprocity  with  the 
United  Suites.  He  was  sure  the  time 
was  coming  when  they  would  get  it. 
They  must  have  it.  Tue  time  was 
coming  when  they  would  be  obliged  to 
have  if,  because  there  was  no  home 
market  for  the  great  bulk  ot  their  pro¬ 
duce.  It  was  necessary  for  their  pros¬ 
perity.  The  farmers  were  lleeced  by 
the  Canadian  and  American  (  oyein- 
inenls,  and  Rccipiocity  would  icmcdy 
this  evil.  He  was  a  free-trader  and  a 
believer  in  the  policy  of  direct  taxation 
which  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  people 
— to  the  farmers  especially.  Illustra¬ 
tive  ol  the  way  the  Government 
squniJercd  there  was  the  Napanee 
Tost  Office.  The  contract  was  award¬ 
ed  for  $23,003  and  1337,000  was  spent 
and  $00  for  sidewalk.  The  money 
spent  on  this  job  would  build  a  very 
hindsoine  block  of  business  buildings. 

The  more  direct  the  taxation  was 
made  the  greater  economy  would  be 
used.  If  the  tax  payer  only  knew  just 
how  much  on  the  dollar  he  was  paying 
for  Dominion  taxation  lie  would  open 
his  eyes.  The  Canadian  was  eveiy- 
where  in  the  States,  in  the  banks,  in  the 
s'.ores,  and  in  every  department  of 
business.  He  could  hoid  his  own  there 
against  the  native  born,  then  why 
could  he  not  do  so  here  ?

Would  ihe  duty  on 
two  millions  raise  the  price  of  forty-two 
millions?  If  on  the  contrary,  Canada 
sent  to  the  States  say  forty  millions 
while  they  produced  only  two  millions 
the  consumer  would  undoubtedly  pay 
the  duty,  because  Canada  would  have 
command  of  the  market,  and  all  the 
McKinley  Hills  or  any  other  lhlls  in 
the  world  would  not  alter  the  circum¬ 
stances.  The  McKinley  Hill  would, 
however,  do  the  farmer  of  tho  States 
no  good,  while  it  would  do  the  farmer 
of  Canada  great  harm.  We  don’t  con¬ 
trol  the  market,  and  the  pracl'cM  resu  t 
is  we  have  to  pay  the  duty  •  I’he  Alc^ 
Kinley  Hill  is  neither  more  nor  less 
than  a  device  for  allaying  the  growing 
discontent  of  the  American  fanner, 
who  has  grown  weary  of  being  taxed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  manufacturer.  It 
may  succeed  in  capturing  his  vote  at 
the  present  election  but  the  farmers 
over  there  are  not  to  bo  fooled  forever. 
An  appeal  will  no  doubt  be  made  here 
to  all  the  prejudices  and  party  feelings, 
but  it  was  tune  the  people  of  this 
country  seriously  considered  their  pos¬ 
ition,  and  not  submit  to  be  drjgged  at 
the  heels  of  party.  He  had  shown 
that  Reciprocity  was  desirable,  and  the 
next  question  was  :  Is  it  possible  to 
get  it?  He  had  no  hesitation  in  say¬ 
ing  Congress  was  in  favour  of  it.  lie 
had  conversed  with  several  01  the  lead- 
1  ing  men  of  both  parties  andj  was  as¬ 
sured  a  full  reciprocity  measure  would 
meet  with  a  hearty  support.  Hut  it 
must  be  no  half  measure.  Itmust  em¬ 
brace  every  product  of  both  countries. 

1  The  one  thing  against  it  was  the  open 
opposition  of  the  Canadian  Govern¬ 
ment.  If  a  proposal  for  Reciprocity 
was  made  by  this  country  in  good  faith 
there  was  no  doubt  whatever  but  that 
tho  United  States  would  accept  it. 
Unrestricted  Reciprocity  means  a  free 
lhterchange  of  all  articles  of  growth  or 
manufacture,  but  excludes  all  goods 
foreign  to  the  two  countries,  lie  might 
also  say  Commercial  Union  means  a 
union  between  the  two  countrtes  for 
commercial  purposes.  A  similar  duly 
would  be  levied  on  all  foreign  goods 
coming  in  to  any  of  the  ports  of  the 
two  countries,  and  the  revenue  derived 
therefrom  would  be  divided  according 
to  population.  Some  objection  will  be 
made  to  either  plan  as  that  we  would 
have  to  resort  to  direct  taxation  to 
carry  on  the  government.  Even  if  wo 
had  to  do  that  Reciprocity  or  Comimer- 
rial  Union  would  still  be  a  blessing.  I 


several  hundred  thousand  pending  on  other 
grounds  before  the  law  was  enacted.  Of 
course  all  these  are  not  to  be  set  down  to  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  pensioners,  since 
they  are  in  many  cases  merely  for  the  en¬ 
largement  of  pension.  But  thousands  of 
them  are  so  to  be  credited.  With  a  panel  n 
litt  approximating  500.000, 'and  with  a  pros¬ 
pect  of  adding  immediately  ICO, 000  soldiers 
and  widows  under  a  bill  which  has  been  re¬ 
commended  by  the  coinissioner,  and  which 
has  already  pissed  the  House,  it  is  scon  that 
tho  time  is  not  far  off  when  the  large  sum 
annually  devoted  by  a  grateful  people  to 
their  preservers  wi’l  have  to  be  largely  in¬ 
creased. 

The  speakers  of  all  political  parties  are 
claiming  altogether  too  much  for  their  re¬ 
spective  sides  &nd  giving  too  little  credit  to 
American  skill  and  American  brains.  There 
may  be  some  merits  in  the  numerous  plans 
tor  the  artificial  production  of  prosperity, 
but  the  only  rc&l  prosperity  this  country 
has  enjoyed  came  through  natural  chaunels 
and  was  the  result  ot  superior  Americao 
ideas  and  resources.  Neither  tariff  for 
revenue  nor  tariffs  for  protection  supply  the 
American  producer  with  idea  or  the  Ameri¬ 
can  mechanic  with  brains,  and  to  these  two 
agencies  much  of  the  prosperity  of  the 
country  is  due.

We 
are  more  firmly  united  than  ever  both  aa  to 
our  confidence  in  Mr.  Parnell  and  as  to  oar 
programmffor  the  future.  The  old  reproach 
of  instability  and  quarrelsomeness  ia  com¬ 
pletely  exploded  as  an  argument  against  the 
oapaoRy  of  the  Irish  people  for  self  govern¬ 
ment.  Men’a differences  of  opinion  are  in¬ 
separable  from  all  humao  affairs,  but  no 
nation  in  the  world  conld  better  stand  the 
test  of  unanimity  as  to  all  broad,  public  is¬ 
sues  than  the  Irish  during  the  past  ter 
years,  it  ia  not  necesrary  to  say  that  we  did 
not  quit  Tipperary  to  evade  the  sentence  of 
the  removables.  We  should  be  only  p  r 
manently  banishing  ourselves  from  the 
country  and  disgracing  cur  cause  before  the 
Koglish  people,  who  loathe  ocwardicof  all 
things.  It  is  a  delightful  proof  of  the  de¬ 
speration  to  which  our  escape  drove  the 
enemy  that  even  the  most  frantic  of  them 
should  gr&tn  at  so  ludicourse  a  theory.  If 
Mr,  Balfour  dreamed  fiat  we  were  going 
for  such  a  purpose  he  would  joyfully  place 
a  royal  yacht  at  our  diap.asl."

About  eleven  weeks  ago  John 
Croft,  a  married  man,  living  at  till  Mar 
garet  street,  left  tho  city  to  obtain  cm 
ployment.  The  family  did  not  hero  from 
him.  and  believe  that  he  had  got  work  in 
St.  Thomas,  Near  two  weeks  ago  they 
woro  shocked  to  hear  that  a  man.  having  a 
strong  resemblance  to  John  Croft,  had  died 
suddenly  in  a  8t.  Thomas  hotel.  The 
deceased  had  been  known  as  Stewart,  hut 
the  description  given  him  created  a  belief  in 
their  minds  that  it  was  John  Croft  who  was 
dead.  For  several  days  thero  was  much 
examining  done.  James  Taylor,  I..  I,.  Irv¬ 
ing,  Mrs.  Win.  Monck,  Wm.  Monck,  Mrs. 
Croft  and  Miss  May  Croft,  all  journeyed  to 
8t.  Thomas  ftt  different  times  and  inspected  I 
the  remains,  but  none  of  thnn  soemod  al 
together  convinced  that  the  remains  they 
saw  where  thoso  of  John  Croft  On  the 
other  hand  a  St.  Thomas  policeman  and  . 
others  who  had  known  Croft  for  years  posi¬ 
tively  identfied  deceased  as  Crott.  Upon 
the  top  of  this  oortainlv  came  the  exact 
correspondence  of  several  marks  known  to 
be  carried  by  Croft  with  those  found  on  the  I 
body  of  the  deceased.  The  marks,  etc., 
on  deceased  which  corresponded  exactly 
with  known  marks  on  the  body  of  John  I 
Croft  were  :  —A  scar  on  the  back  of  his  neck;  | 
a  scar  on  his  crown  of  the  head,  caused  by  !

the  left  leg  ;  two  of  the  left  ribs  had  been  i 
broken  ;  three  broacn  teeth  .  besides  j 
a  similarity  in  built  and  height.

Croft  was  brought  to  the  city  and  buried  by  j 
Court  Hamilton,  I.  O.  F.,  of  which  Croft 
was  a  member. 

*iow  it  appears  that  all  there  marks  were  I 
misleading  and  the  real  John  Croft  is  alive 
and  well  in  London,  Out.  Mrs.  Croft  last  j 
night  received  a  telegram  from  Albert 
McMullen,  a  relative  residing  in  London  I 
that  her  husband  was  with  him  and  well 
and  hearty.  Mr.  McMullen  this  morning 
further  advised  her  in  the  matter  and  asked 
her  to  oomc  and  meet  him,  as  he  did  not 
care  to  come  toJHamillonjuiidor  tho  pccular 
circumstances,  Up  to  within  a  few  days 
ago  Croft,  it  appears,  was  working  in  the 
States  and  knew  nothing  of  his  demise  and 
burial  until  his  cmplover  showed  him  some 
newspaper  items  telling  of  the  circum¬ 
stances.  Croft  at  once  started  for  Canada, 
but  when  at  London  stopped  with  the 
relatives,  Mr.  McMullen,  for  tho  reasons 
stated-  Wrp.  and  Miss  Croft  went  to  Lon¬ 
don  this  morning  to  meet  the  lost  one.
